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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-5 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said conical segments" in lines 9-10. There is 

insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim as this limitation (conical 

segment) has not been previously recited. 

In line 10 of claim 1, the word "segments-" should be changed to - - segment - - . 
In line 10 of claim 1, the phrase "said-segments" should be changed to - - said 

segments 

In line 10 of claim 1, the phrase "at-least" should be changed to - - at least - - . 
In lines 2-3 of claims 2-3 and 7, the word "characterised" is used in two lines 
without using a hyphen. 
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In line three of claims 4 and 7, it is not clear exactly what is meant by the phrase 
" one and the same segment". 

In claim 5, the phrase "(Fig. 3)." should be removed. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Phipps 
3258007. 

Phipps disclose a reamer assembly (see figs. 1-4) a reamer assembly (11) for 
widening a drilled pilot hole, wherein the reamer assembly includes a shank (14) for 
attachment of the reamer to the end of a down-the-hole hammer drill and a conical drill 
bit (12), characterized in that the conical bit of the reamer is divided into at least three 
segments (24) which are terminated with a transverse end surface (at 23) which 
directly connects said conical segments; and in that at least three of said segments 
include drill buttons (26) that are disposed equidistantly from the centre axis of the drill 
bit. 

Referring to claim 2, Phipps discloses that each segment (24) includes a plurality 
of drill buttons (26). 
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Referring to claim 3, Phipps discloses that the drill buttons (26) are placed in 
mutually the same pattern in each of said segments (24). 

Referring to claims 4 and 7, Phipps discloses that a plurality of drill buttons (26) 
in one and the same segment are disposed equidistantly from the centre of the drill bit 
(12). 

Referring to the claim 5, Phipps discloses that the drill buttons (26) of one 
segment (24) are disposed so as to lie close to each other in a common plane 
projection. 

Referring to claim 6, Phipps discloses that drill buttons (25) are provided in the 
. transverse end surface (23) of the drill bit (12).
